The crew s were on the floes 
h unting seal, which have their hom es 
on these crystal plains, and the hunt 
had taken them from four to six miles 
from their ships. 
W hen the blizzard cam e the crew s 
of the o th er steam ers m anaged to re ­ 
gain their vessels, but tile floes on 
which the New Foundland's men were 
hunting drifted away from the main 
body of ice and when d ark n ess fell 
th a t night not one had returned.
